ing persona iu the baniuess who rufust 
to join tbe combine they are made ii 
due time to comu in because tbe pro- 
duo's of the business have beeu irudt 
so cheap that they Odunot continue 11 
business; then the alternative is givei 
to join the trust or go out of bu8iue°i-.

That the ouly iudividmlism 
that could bp, according to tbe latest 
definition, a trust, definition it ia pre- 
sumed, ia iu the savage mau, who de^ 
pauds on himself for all he receive? 
That we are social beings dependent 
on each other and individualism should 
not be considered. In these remarks 
is the key to tbe trust situation. Man 
Is to be the slave of tbe money power 
having no individual rights. 


Tne old law theory is that man BUT 


tendered some of bis iodividual rixhi 
to the state, which is a construction 
given in feudal, half slave times, and 
U not in keeping with the more en 
lightened form of government by the 
people. It is more in accordance witl 
truth tbat he surrendered none of bis. 
individual rights to the State, and thai 
they are now as complete iu tbe civil 
ized men as they were one thousand 
years ago in the savage. The theory 
tbat properly belongs to enlightened 
govetnment is thai civilized man con- 
ferred rights upon the State aud maae 
himself nabjsct to tbe rights conferred 
for tbe better protection of his ludi- 
Tidaul right*, and therein is be super- 
ior to the savage. Man civilized or 
savage has oot dreamed that he has 
not tbe individual right to make a 
living and provide for those dependent 
npou him for a support. But, nccord- 
ing to C'ookrao, mau has no such iudi-
